1, too opposed the Internatlnal Union's policy of allowing my empl¬ 
oyer to violate our oontraot end to mie-lnterpret it. I waa, of 
course, disliked by both my employer and the international. 1 was 
finally fired in a grievance i.acting. The International Represent- 
atlve refueed to represent me. shortly after my dlaoharge X waa 
elected delegate to the International Convention, i apoke on the 
frt>r of the convention agalnat the dues increase and accused Reuther 
of playing politics with the duea increase. I w»a alao openly active 
in trying to defeat the Regional Director. I said our local waa not 
getting as muoh aervioe aa the Company Union at National Caah Regleter 
which ha a a 25? monthly duea. 

After the Convention a 5l page letter waa aent to all local in the 
Region trying to refute my olalma. Thia letter also echoed the 
Company'e olalm ae to the reason for my dlaoharge. Since no rep- 
reaentative of the International Union waa present when I was fired 
they had to be getting thle information from the company, "hen the 
arbitrat'on of my dlaoharge came up the International Representative 
did not appear. 1 had prepared my own oaae. At the noon receea the 
oompany exeroiaed ita right under the contract to reauest tne presence 
of the International Repreaentatlve. Why ? jureley the Company waa 
not asking for someone to help me. The second day the International 
Repreaentatlve appeared and said , for the record, that he was an 
observer only . At the oloee of the 4th day of aibltratlon(it lasted 
5 cays so you k ow it was an important one) when it looked like I 
would win the oaee, the Chairman of the Arbitration Board asked tnia 
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obiirvar onlv for his lntrepretatlon of the oontraot..The international 
Representative agreed lMjt with the company's lnterpreatlon and i 
san prove that in ay ease hs took a directly different position than 
had done under the saLe contract in a previous esse, haturally, when 
the International Representative agrees that the company had s right 
to flrfa parson for any reason the dsoislon was in favor of the Company, 

Whan the leslslon was reoieved the International ordered the local 
to issue ae an honorable withdrawal card olaimlng 1 was not eligible 
for aeaberahlp. The Constitution allowed me to continue nembershlp 
by paying dues as I had been doing for the year after my discharge. 

I got a lawyer and fllad a suit for lib#. •<#*.•• breaoh-of-contract 
against the International Union. About a year later the lawyer told 
■e the esse was in the Assignment Clark's Office waiting for an ass¬ 
ignment date. After about 2fi years of additional waiting I checked 
and found the sass was not in the Aaslngment Clerk's vfflee so I 
asked for the return of my file. Upon receipt of my file I found that 
tne *nternstlonal Union had, ahortly after the case was filed, asked 
that the service of summons issued to it be quaened and that my lawyer 
did not file an/ reilv and the International Union had gotten out 
of it yet my lawyer had been telling me that we were waiting for an 
assignment. I tried for months to get another lawyer but the ones 1 
found who knew unions were tied up either by unions or by my former 
employer. I then tried to get a lawyer to sue my former lawyer and 
I found it lmpoaalble to get a lawyer to do anything a-ainst another 
lawyer so 1 am now another victim of Walter Reuther. Uf course 1 
ssn not prove it but I am oonvlenced that my forcer lawyer was reward*! 
for allowing the International Union to get out of the suit. 

Reuther's Auto Workers Is supposed to be l*t£ democratic but Ihis 
■y atory of what happened to me for excerelalng my rights as a 
aemfcar of this so-called democratic union. This is an example of 
why Helen Paterchak and others such as myself feel the way we do 
about Reuther and his Auto Workers. At one time Reuther and me 
were very close . In fact, at ona time he gave me his non-liated 
home phone but of course tmt /as j-.cie I insisted upon using cy 
rignts under the union constitution. 

Although there is no way that 1 know of to force an investigation 
into tne Auto Workers by the attorney general or anyone else but 
it is certainly unfair to say the least for the goverhment to 
single you out for investigation after investigation and let people 
like Reuther use his office like ha does in some case*. 1 hope 
you are Interested in this story and I hope it may be of some 
soafort to you to know that I for one resent this discrimination 
against you by the federal government.

At a recent Beating with a group of local and abort haul carrlera operating in 
the Claval and area, wa decided that va would like to aeet with a aeaber of tbe 
Truck Drlwer'a Union to aee if nagotiationa could ba aade separately froa tbe 
long haul aotor .arrlera. 

A abort haul carrier, auch aa our line! cannot exiat through anstber increaae 
in vagea. Va do not know whether we will aurrlYe the laat increaae. 

Wa haven't bad any increaaaa in freight rataa and cannot aak for any. The 
raaaona baing thara ara too aany private carriera in the Cleveland area and 
too aany irragular oparatora that aren't paying union wages and are continually 
cutting freight rataa. Our cllenta in the laat five yeara have dropped off 
over one third due to prlvata carriage. Another Increaae would without a 
doubt Increaae prlvata carriage. At a ace ting in Cot uabua laat Friday we 
turned down a propoaal for an Increaae in freight ratea, fearing a further 
loaa in revenue. 

Our aen realised the pinch we were in prior to their laat wage Increaae. We 
held a aeetlng with our aan and explained the coapany's position fully, showing 
than that an increase in wages would put our line further in the "red”. (We 
ended 1 9L2. in tha red.) After an explanation of our financial position, all 
our aan wantad to decl lna any further Increaae in wages. They all fear that 
any further burden will force ua out of business. 

Soaethlng has to ba. done to relieve all the short haul carrlera, not only in 
the Cleveland area hut all over tbe country. We have been in bualneaa since 
1917 and would Ilka to continue. Nay we hear froa you aoAc aa to when we can 
a*rt with ona of your representatives to dlacuaa our problea.

Another group that might ba able to forward material to you 
ia tfce Public Administration Service, 1313 1-.60th st., Chicago, 
111. However, they are closely allied with the various city 
manager professional associations. 

The American Municipal Association hare in aashlngton seamed 
reluctant to part with information but finally suggested a 
source -- the Municipal Yearbook of 1962, published annually 
by the International City Managers Aaan. Each issue carrlaa 
an article on council-management government developments. It 
could ba valuable in that it carries lists of cities that 
have adopted or rejected the city manager plan in elections 
through tha yaara, thus providing a grass-roots source of 
material from cities of comparable size.

Governmental imjrovemente oan be aade aith tha halp of lltox- 
ally adlllona of aorkara el thou t expeneo to tha government, if tha 
plan prevented by frof. Irving fieher, of Tala, la approved by tha 
Vaahlngton legleletore 

Already Paof. Fieher'o plan haa tha enthuelaatio aupport of 
Repreeer tatlva pettengill, of Indiana, and Senator Bankhead, of 
Alabama. They have introduced a bill in the aerate to aa ka thle 
idea work to tha advantage of tha boat of unemployed. Tha plan 
haa beac. oreeented in detail in Senate Bill 5674 "nd Houaa Bill 
14757 authoriaing tha United 8ta tea Q ova meant to iaaua uo to one 
billion doll* re in etem>a d money oartifioataa of one dollar de- 
aoalnation. Every fedneedey for 52 oonaaoutiva vaaka a tao-oant 
poetege eta*p auat be affixed by tha holder on the taok of the 
certificate. Whan fully ata^iad thia oartifioata Aa to be redeem¬ 
ed by tha Treeeury aith other laaful money of the United 8tatee. 
Thia amkaa tha entire iaaua fully aalf-liquidating within one year 
aith a profit to the government of 40 ailiion doliare on a billion- 
dollar iaaua. 

8tem>« to the value of a dollar and four oanta in 52 aeeka 
aould have to be affixed to each certificate. Therefore on every 
bill there aould be a groee profit of four oanta to the govt meant. 
The ape ole 1 advantage of thia plan ia that hoarding beoooee exp an- 
oiva. A dollar'e value ia raduoad by two oanta every vaak it ia 
retained. Thia eonay oculd be furnlahad to tha varloua atataa 
pro rata in eooordinoe aith their Dopuletlon for only one nurooae, 
and that la public laproveaenta of varloua kinda. It oould not bo 
uaad in competitive trade axoapt ahan it had bean epent by tha 
aorkara eho had eeoured it in the fora of eegee. Aa • eeene of 
loeoring tlxaa and furniahing aaployaont for alliiona of uneacloy- 
ad, it offaro intaraating poooibilitiaa. 

Everywhere throughout the country there are publio imorove- 
aanta ahioh have bean delayed for the la ok of money. Thia money 
oould be furnlahad to tha varloua atataa eithout ooat and paid out 
to aorkara aho aould have to opend it proaptly to oeouro lta full 
value. It aould be valid for ovary purpoee if the etaape duo at 
the time have teen affixed thereon. If theeo billa eara depool tod 
in banka too oanta aould bo aaeoeead for each dollar depoaited. 

Two woeke after thia oonay had been laauad by the fodoxal 
government the meekly payment of too canto aould begin. To aako 
the affixing of otom>a convenient ordinary poetmgo oould be uaad. 

Thia la lndoed a revolutionary idea, but theao are revolution¬ 
ary tiaee. Ve hove not given tha plan auffioient atudy to eupnort 
it in ovary detail but it la oar to inly eorth oaroful cone Id er*- 
tloa. The plana for caeca army, ohlch our pr*eident la noo form, 
lag,need not be held up for the lack of funda if thia plan la * 
dooted. In ovary town and olty in the United Stataa alliiona of 


the uneanloyed oould ba put to vvrw without ooat to tha taxpayers. 
Italiaf organisations every share ara bittariy oo^pla ining about tha 
flnanoini ahortnge. Tha various aouroaa ahioh thay hava previoua- 
ly uaad for replenishing thair traaauriaa have, in aany instances, 
baao antlraly exhausted. Such a plan aould provide ea^loyaent for 
•11 thoaa ahon thay ara noa supporting in loleneee. 8oaa Daorla 
night tarn thla a aalaa tax aa it raoraaanta a too-peroent oaynant 
for aaob aaak tha aonoy la ratainao. But thaaa billa aould proba¬ 
bly ohanga hand a eeveml tlaaa a aaak, and on Tuaadaya Ohara aould 
ba an orgy of aoandlog on tha part of holdara.

I I ERE ia nothing new about the need for pensions; 
it is the wide spread recognition of that need which 

ia new. 

Employers have always known that it is costly and 
wasteful to retain highly paid, decreasingly efficient, 
older employees and to be unable to replace them 
with lower paid, increasingly efficient, younger em¬ 
ployees. That differential is a pension coat, whether 
or not an employer has a formal pension plan. 

It ia a basic economic fact that the replacement of 
an older generation by a younger generation, at the 
same time maintaining the spendable income of the 
older generation, will result in employment and pro¬ 
duction « a higher kvc! than we have ever known it. 

An employee values a pension, next to a pay raise, 
more than any other reward that be may receive for 
his services. He may not say much about it. he may 
even seem to take it for granted, but he does appreci 
ate it; and his evaluation of his job and his relation 
ship with his employer are thereby greatly improved 

Properly designed pension plans support the pri 
vate enterpnae system by helping to solve the social 
problem of the orderly support of the aged, when 
their phyaeal and mental powers have diminished 
to the point where frequently they cm no longer 
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An employer may also reduce his cost by keeping 
the Basic Plan benefit on a modest basis and olTer the 
opportunity to his employees to increase their bene¬ 
fits by making voluntary contributions by payroll 
deduction. In some of our contributory plans, 
employees add to the pension provided by the employ¬ 
er by joining such a voluntary Supplementary Plan. 

If an employee does not join the Supplementary 
Plan, he does not lose his benefits under the employer 
paid Basic Plan. The Supplementary Plan is re¬ 
opened once a year when employees can join the 
Plan by signing a pay-roll deduction card authorizing 
voluntary contributions, which may be discontinued 
at anytime, or can increase their contributions if they 
already belong. In our American system the individ¬ 
ual has usually helped to take care of himself if he ia 
given the opportunity. 

Private management should retain control of the 
coat of the pension program, which is in reality a pay¬ 
roll item, and arrange for its gradual abaorption into 
the price structure. Social Security increases have 
not thus far interfered with private management of 
the pension program but have brought the coat down, 
thereby serving, in a small way, as a control over 
inflation.

A business enterprise is a living organism with its 
own historv and its own particular problems. One of 
these is the pension problem, and its solution requires 
the specialized experience of a professional consultant. 

In designing a plan, eligibility requirements must 
be determined, death and disability lienefits may be 
included, the pension benefit may reward all the years 
of service, past service before the inception of the 
plan, as well as current and future service. The nor¬ 
mal retirement age of the older emplovees usually 
presents a special problem, and the twin problem of 
vesting and forfeitures is beginning to demand more 
and more attention.

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This pension problem should be examined carefully, 
not only by employers who are approaching the 
subject for the first time, but also by employers who 
should consider redesigning an existing but outmoded 
plan. 

The inclusion of a substantial death benefit as a 
part of the plan, funded by an appropriate type of 
life insurance policy, will relieve all eligible employees 
from canning personal life insurance, as well as a 
personal retirement plan, to the extent that premi¬ 
ums and retirement costs are paid by employer con¬ 
tributions to the Plan. This relief from paving premi¬ 
ums and retirement costs out of current taxable 
income has the effect of increasing present spendable 
income. Thus the employer’s contribution, wniie it is 
providing death and retirement benefits, is also pro¬ 
viding the equivalent of a tax-free current salary 
increase. The small term portion of a life insurance 
net premium paid by the Trust is subject to current 
tax
